A professor.in :i New Hin^mil rullt'g't. 
1 was clearly in a pessi- 


rnistic mood when lie talked recenlly on some of Hie condi- 
tions arising from Hie wonderful malt-rial prosperity the coun- 
try has enjoyed for the last 50 years. Me says it has resulted 
in "swollen fortunes, the automobile classes, the pursuit of 
pleasure, the exaggeration of dancing and a lack of interest in 
all things that cannot be measured by the yardstick of business 
success; thai about all the people want to know about are auto- 
mobiles, dancing, movies and baseball; that where one boy is 
interested in arithmetic 100 boys are interested in the newest 
self-starting gear." 
One of the results of these conditions, 


the professor''says, is a woeful slate of things in educational 
affairs, the universities and colleges being known more by 
their athletic achievements than by their positions as educa- 
tional centers. 


All will recognize some truth in what this professor says, 


but there are few who will take so gloomy a view of the situa- 
tion as he apparently does. 
While it is true that the swollen 


fortunes that have been accumulated since the close of the 
Civil War have developed a class in this country almost bor- 
dering on royalty, a class that lives in idleness and luxury, it 
is also true that there never was a lime in the history of this 
or any other country where there was such development of (he 
capacities of men and the natural resources within their reach. 
Invention, scienlitic discoveries, wonderful strides in the lield 
of medicine and surgery, improvements in manufacturing and 
agriculture that are little less than fabulous—all of these things 
show that the people have not lost the power of application 
along practical lines and the ability to, progress in the I'ealm of 
essentials, though they may care less.about some of the tine 
points of the "higher education" than they formerly did. 


Those who remove themselves from the field of telling 


achievement by over-indulgence in luxury, whether in or out 


- of college, simply make room for men ready lo seixe oppor- 


tunities which others fail to improve, and the result is that the 
industrial, scientilic, and even the educational affairs of the 
country, move steadily forward-to .greater and grander things 
than the.'pasl has ever known. 


There are individuals ami certain features of modern life 


which in themselves might justify the pessimistic view, but 
the broad outlook reveals only (lie promise of a future for the 
United States and her people -which--will be Ihe wonder of the 
civilized world.
